Twice team-taught with another 
undergrad. Selected and presented readings, lead discussion centering on 
ethical/political issues raised by the readings (Dostoyevsky, Camus, Sartre, etc.) 

1964-66 

Ensign/Lt(jg) US Navy, supervision of seamanship hands-on training, US Navy 
destroyer assigned to Naval Reserve Training program.

Teaching Associate, Comparative Literature, Indiana University, Bloomington; fall 
1969-spring 1971. "Major Themes and Characters in World Literature"; First year: 
discussion section. Second year: at the request of Afro-American Studies, taught my 
own section of the course on African, Afro-Caribbean, Afro-American literature for 
students recruited under a diversity program.

Teaching Assistants Association. 

All aspects of an unsuccessful attempt to reach collective bargaining. I was a 
central figure on the Executive Committee and organized union efforts to re¬ 
instate a member fired for political activities (publicly speaking out against the 
Vietnam War), and forced the administration to back down on proposed wage 
cuts (especially tuition remission for out-of-state TAs). 

1967-1973 

Various ad hoc organizing around education issues. 

Anti-war work with veterans (organizer); street theatre (organizer); parent 
cooperative child care (participant); participation in various anti-war events 
(moratoriums, Cambodia/Kent State/Jackson State, Laos, Mayday, etc.) 

As a member of New University Conference (a sort of post-grad SDS) and the 
United Student Movement, researched, wrote and published 12,000 word 
analysis of Indian’s state tax structure to show tuition increases were not 
warranted, and I worked on various student power issues, particularly a student 
strike against tuition increases and work to abolish the grading system (lost) and 
allow student evaluation of faculty (won). 

1972-73 Convener, workshop on grassroots organizing; training people in new 
organizations on campus and the community in essential skills for successful 
organizations and campaigns

Staff, New University Conference. Project organizer in Michigan. Coordination 
of statewide efforts to develop resources to challenge Michigan’s higher 
education system on issues of admissions, tracking, gender/race/class bias.
